It Can Be Traced B..ck to Tacitus In 
tho Socond Century. 
Napoleon’s maxim was, It is said, 
that Providence is on the side o f.tho 
big battalions, but by w hat right it bas 
become the property of the "little cor­ 
poral” is not quite d ear. 
Though lie 
may have acted upon It, lie ii Ll not in 
vent it. aud it is I.is merely by right of 
conquest. 
In the first place, we can trace it 
back to Tacitus, who in the fourth 
I look of ids history, w ritten somewhere 
in the second century, says, "Deus for- 
tloribus mlesse” (“Tile gods are on the 
side of lite stronger"). 
From Tacitus 
we Jump to M. Pussy Kabutln. a French 
litterateur, who lived in the seventeenth 
century. 
“God is generally on the side 
of the large battalions against the lit­ 
tle," he wrote. 
From him or more prob­ 
ably from ber motlier w it Mine. de Se- 
vigil**, ids contemporary, wrote, "F o r­ 
tune Is alw ays on the side of the lar­ 
gest battalions.” 
Some fifty years later camo Voltaire, 
who wrote* In a letter to M. Ie ltlche, 
“It is said that God is alwuys on the 
side of the heaviest battalions.” 
T hat 
letter xvaa written in 1770, when Napo­ 
leon w as but one year old. 
Thus we 
come to him whose maxim It is said ta 
be, but here the reference books help 
us but little aud help Napoleon less. 
"Providence is always on the side of 
the last reserve,” is given as ills ver­ 
sion of the trite phrase, and even this 
is not credited to him freely, but only 
“attributed to Napoleon I.”—W estm in­ 
ster Gazette.
